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MAID TESTIFIES NR 


CARMAN 


SAID SHE KILLED MRS. BAILEY: 
SAW HER WITH PISTOL IN HAND 


Celia Coleman Asserts Physician's 
Wife First Exclaimed, I Shot Him,” 
but Later Expressed Regret at 
Slaying “That Woman,” and Asked 
Her to Stick by Her. 


MINEOLA, N. Y., Oct .21.—Celia 
Coleman, negro maid in the Carman 
household, star witness for the State, 
testified today at the trial of Mrs. 


- Plorence Conklin Carman, on trial in 
the Supreme Court here for the mur- 


der of Mrs. Louise Bailey on June 30 
last, that Mrs. Carman came to her 
room on the morning after the murder 
and said: ‘‘Oh, Celia, what did I 
kill that woman for? I hope God 
«will forgive me. You stick to me, and 
if anything happens to you I’ll take 
care of your little boy.’’ 

This statement followed almost im- 
mediately an equally startling one as 
to what transpired in the Carman 
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household on the evening of the 
shooting. The maid testified that 
Mrs. Carman came into the kitchen, 
went out into the yard and returned 
a moment after the heard 
shots fired with a pistol about nine 


inches long in her hand. 
Says Hrs. Oarman’s First Words 
were: ‘‘I Shot Him.’’ 

**T shot him,’’ Celia testified Mrs. 
Carman said then. She said she did 
not know to whom Mrs, Carman re- 
ferred. 

Celia testified on cross-examination 
‘that when she was being brought from 
Freeport to Mineola to go before the 
grand jury Dr. Carman told her not to 
change her testimony and tha he 
**would take care of her.’’ 

Mrs. Carman, she continued, gave 
her $5 a few days after the murder. 
“That is for keeping your mouth 
shut,’’ the witness said Mrs. Carman 
teld her. 

As Celia testified Mrs. Carman sat well back in her chair and never 
onee took her eyes from the witness. 

To the crowd that eclipsed the previous day’s throng, listening in tense 
silence to the maid’s testimony, the words, ‘‘I shot him,’’ recalled the theory 
go often/suggested in connection with the case that Dr. Carman was the. real 
object of the assassin’s bullet. 


Maid’s Story of Shooting in Detail. 

Under the questioning of District noteacag Smith, Celia Coleman told 
her story as follows: 

**T am from Charleston, 8. C. I went to work at Dr. Carman’s May 18, 
1914. On the night of June 30 I served dinner at 6:45 o’clock. After dinner 
I started to wash the dishes. While I was washing the dishes Elizabeth— 
Mrs. Carman’s daughter—camc into the kitchen. Soon afterward Mrs. Car- 
man came in. She was drsesed in a kimono and had a shawl around her 
neck. She told Elizabeth to go back into the house. Then Mrs. Carman went 
out the back door. A minute later I heard a crash of glass and the report 
of a pistol. 

**Mrs. Carman came in the door again. I was standing in the door be- 
tween the pantry and the kitchen. She said to me: ‘I shot him.’ Then she 
showed me a revolver, a black revolver that was about nine inches long. 
I grabbed her by the arm and told her not to go into the office. She said 
she was not going to do anything else. Then I went into the office. 


Mrs. Carman Follows Her Into Office. 


**The body of a white woman was laying on the floor. Mrs. Carman 
followed me into the office. She stayed there about half a minute-and then 
went out to the waiting room. Dr. Carman was there and so was another 
man. I went into the kitchen and returned to the office in about a minute. 
Mrs. Powell (Mrs. Carman’s sister) was in there then. Then I went back 
into the kitchen, finished washing the dishes, and went to my room and 
went to sleep. 

**The next morning about daylight, Mrs. Carman came to my room. She 
was dressed in a night gown. She said: ‘Oh, Celia, what did I kill that 
woman for? I hope God will forgive me. You stick to me and if anything 
happens to you I’ll take care of your little boy.'’ 

**I saw Mrs. Carman later that morning at the breakfast table and she 
burst into tears. After breakfast she came into the kitchen and told me to 
forget that I had seen her the iight before. Later that day Mrs Carman 
came in with her lawyer, Mr. Levy. Mrs. Carman winked at me when he 
asked me what I knew. I told Mr. Levy that I didn’t know anything. Mr. 
Levy came again the next day. Before he came Mrs. Carman told me to tell 
him I was not downstairs after dinner. She wrote out some statement and I 
signed it without reading it. He read it, however. The statement was not 
true. 


Burns Bundle of Letters in Stove. 


‘*The day after the murder, Mrs. Carman came into the kitchen and 
anked me to make a wood fire in the stove, which I did. Later she came down- 
steize with a bundle of letters and burned them. 

**That same day she told me to call her father from the barn because she 
wanted him to get the revolver out of the house. Mr. Conklin, her father, 
‘eame in and went to her room and them came downstairs again. He had a 
hammer with him. He returned to the barn. 

**The next day, Wednesday, Mrs. Carman came into the kitchen m and

GARDEN CITY, L. L, Oct. 2L.—In 
spite of the fact that the rows of seats 
in the back of the room which on Mon- 
day were appropriated by the talesmen, 
yesterday were crowded with spectators 
at the trial of Mrs. Florence Conklin 
Cartnan, and that for the most part they 
were women, the lofty white courtroom 
looked far less festive, and the atmos- 
there was far more tense. Yesterday 
'egan the long procession of witnesses 
whose sworn testimony may send a 
woman to the electric chair. 

I will admit that this possibility is 
somewhat remote, even should Mrs. Car- 
man be proved guilty of the murder of 
Mrs. Bailey; but the fact remains that a 
young and pretty woman, a woman 
moreover of that “refined” type upon 
which this country prides itself, is on 
trial for her life. 

And that, to the defendant, guilty or 
innocent, sure or not sure of her coun- 
sel and the amiability of hér jurors, is 
no joke. Mrs. Carman fully realized 
this, for, although quite as composed 
as ever, she looked wilted compared 
with her jaunty appearance of Monday. 
If anything, this evidence of mental 
stress made her look younger than 
ever, and more feminine. She was 
serene as ever, her hands as quiet, and 
when the old mother of the murdered 
woman broke down on the stand and 
wept, she smiled a superior smile like 
the true grand dame of the English 
novel at that painful lack of contro!) 
peculiar to the masses. Thackeray 
would have revelled in a study of Mrs. 
Carman, and she really is my bean 
ideal. of your true aristocrat; who neve" 
by any accident does the wrong thing. 

If by any horrid mischance she shou'd 
go to the chair, her dem@&nor upon 
that painful occasion would be a pat- 
tern for future generations of murder- 
esses. 

Rig :t here I wish to express the 
prayer that if ever I become a murder- 
ess Or am accused of being one I may 
be incarcerated in a city and not sub- 
jected to the ordeal of the crushing 
silences of a country night. Sound, 
however, raucous, stimulates the brain, 
but the awful depression even as nerve- 
less a person as Mrs. Carman must ex- 
perience when she goes to bed in the 
jail of Mineola—a‘'town where appar- 
ently nothing ever happens outside of 
the courthouse—would move anyone to 
pity. ' 
Mrs. Duryee First Witness. 

Mrs. Duryee, the mother of Mrs. Bai- 
ley, was the first witness called to the 
stand. She is an elderly woman, no 
doubt younger than she looks, for her 
life, I fancy, has been a hard one. She 
was neatly dressed in black and strik- 
ingly respectable. It was hard to make 
her speak up, for she was frightened.

The municipal golf links in Forest 
Park, which were advocated by the 
Post-Dispatch, are shown by the semi- 
annual report of Park Commissione: 
Davis to be used more extensively than 
all the country club links in St. Louis 
suburbs. 

The report covers only the period from 
May 1 to Oct. 1, but it shows that in 
that period 3700 permits were issued to 
persons desiring to play on the munici- 
pal inks. The number of games playe’t 
was 20,543. The links are open to the 
public, without charge, from 6 a. m. un- 
til dark. When the weather is favor: 
able the links are crowded and it is 
expected that a comparison with last 
year’s figures, at the end of October. 
will show an increase In the number of 
games played. Last year, between Ma; 
1 and Oct. 31, 24,889 games were played. 

Aside from the annual appropriation 
by the city, the only outside source of 
revenue for the upkeep of the municipal 
links is from the yearly rental of lock- 
ers in the Lindell pavilion. : 

Persons desiring to play golf or tennis 
may rent a locker in the pavilion for $2 

a year and they may safely keep their 
goit clubs and rackets and other proper- 
ty in the lockers, as a park watchman 
‘is constantly on guard in the pavilion.

WASHINGTON, Oct 21.—Confidence is 
the only thing needed to restore busi- 
ness prosperity, President Wilson to- 
day told directors of the Federal re- 
serve banks, whom he received at the 
White House. The President declared 
h thought business men were more 
nrvous than was necessary. 

“For my own part,” said the Presi- 
dent. “I believe the best that can de 
done for tire country is to open the re- 
serve banks at the earliest possible 
Gate: othrwise we would seem to doubt 
their efficiency; otherwise we should 
geem to descredit in part the very tning 
we are undertaking. 

“My feeling about the present situa- 
tion is this:

The Allies, however, apparently are fighting with the greatest arder 
and determined to take the important city of Lille, in spite of the eg 
traordinary resistance of the enemy. 

The attacks of the Allies, which have been accompanied by progress at 
various points, have been followed always by spirited counter-attacks on the 
part of the Germans. Around Lille and in the thickly populated districts, 
where the fighting has been from house to house, the operatiohs are diffi- 
cult and progress has been slow, especially in the face of the barbed wire 
fences put up by the Germans. , 

These obstructions have proved a serious obstacle to the allied advance 
and many means of surmounting them have been considered. It is realized 
here that it may be necessary to make sacrifices to this end and it has been 
suggested that the men selected for the task be armed, dmong other things 
with bucklers (metal shields) such as were used successfully in 
the notorious automobile bandits of Paris in their refuge in the suburbs of 
the city.

SASEBO, Japan, Oct. 21.—Survivors of 
the disaster of the Japanese cruiser 
Takachiho in Kiauchau bay, who have 
reached Sasebo, say there were six ter- 
rible ammunition explosions on board 
the cruiser. A majority of the crew, 
who were asleep, were either killed or 
maimed in their hammocks. Thirty- 
two men who were on deck were hurled 

into the sea and perished. 


Japanese Took All Martanne Islands 
Except Guam (U. 8. Property). 
TOKIO, Oct. 21.—According to the lead- 
ing Japanese newspapers, the Japanese 
fleet, which yesterday took for mili- 
tary purposes islands in the Marianne, 
Marshall, East Caroline and West Caro- 
line archipelago, occupied all the islands 
of the Marianne group except Guam, 
which is owned by the United States. 
The landing forces took contro] of the 
administration of Yap, in the Caroline 

group, and at other centers. 


The Navy Department today informed

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FRENCH MARINES CREEP UP 
IN FOG AND TAKE GERMAN 
TRENCHES WITH BAYONET 


Get 30 Feet From Enemy Before Being Seen— 


Position Abandoned

ON THE BATTLE FRONT, via Paris, Tuesday.—The German invaders 
are meeting a vigorous resistance in their effort to shorten their lines and rest 
their right wing farther southward upon the English Channel. Much of the 
fighting is being done in the obscurity of fogs. 


French marines gave a good account 
of themselves. German troops tried a 
surprise attack on the marines Sunday, 
but the French forces held the field, 
works against superior numbers. The’ 
fight lasted all day and then the Ger- 
mans contented themselves with can- 
nonading the position of the marines. 
A thick fog covered the entire region 
Monday, and the marines, accustomed 
to such weather conditions, crept to- 
ward the German trenches. ‘No shoot- 
ing’’ was the order; ‘“‘use the bayonet.” 

400 Prisoners Are Taken. 

The marines got within 30 feet of the 
trenches before they were seen. Their 
coming was heralded too late for the 
defenders, who were bayoneted in the 
trenches and beyond the trenches as 
they ran. Four hundred German pris- 
oners were taken. 

One of the places where the French 
had been most harassed is nearer the 
elbow of the western line. The im- 
portant position there had been taken 
and retaken frequently during the last 
three weeks. Every time the Germans 
had bgen obliged to abandon the posi- 
tion they returned in greater force ana 
pushed back the French by weight of 
numbers. 

The French took the position for the 
twelfth time and held it 10 hours. Then 
came a shock of the human battering 
ram, and the French gradually gave 
way. The Germans began fortifying 
the place, but while they were engaged 
in this task the earth heaved and there 
was a deafening explosion. The 10 
hours the French had held the point 
had been sufficient to mine every rod 
of the ground. It is estimated that 
three German battalions were annihl- 
lated. 

The strength of the German positions 
north of Roye, which facilitated their 
movements toward Lille, is explained by 
the fact that they were occupying an un- 
finished canal extending as far as Roli- 
sel. The Germans found in the deep, 
broad cutting magnificent intrenchments 
in which they had only to.install bat- 
teries of artillery. 

French Waste Few Shells. 

Officers of the allies sgy they have 
noted that only about 40 per cent of the 
shells from these guns explode. They 
also say that the prodigality of the fire 
from them apparently has depleted the 
Germans’ supply of ammunition, as the 
intensity of the fire lately has dimin- 
ished. 

The French artillerymen are so careful 
in getting their ranges that they waste 
few shells. In an artillery duel near 
Armentieres the Germans fired for half 
a day into thickets abandoned some time 
before. When the French three-inch 
guns finally got the range 12 shells si- 
lenced the German battery.

Germans Send 17 Englishmen 
Away in Boats, Then Open 
Steamer’s Valves. 


' 

LONDON, Oct. 21.—Capt. Johnson and 
16 men of the crew of the British steam- 
er Glitra of Leith, which was sunk by a 
German submarine, arrived in Stava- 
nager, Norway, from Skudesnes, ac- 
cording to a dispatch to the Reuter 
Telegram Co. from that place. In tell- 
ing of his experience, Capt. Johnson 
said: 

“The Glitra left Grangemouth, Scot- 
fand, Sunday noon with coal and coke. 
for Stavanager. At half past 12 Tues- 
day afternoon the German submarine 
N-17 popped out of the water to the 
starboard and stopped us. The place 
was about nine miles southwest of 
Skudesnes. No other craft was in sight 

“The submarine sent a boat aboard 
with five men. With revolvers in hand, 
they ordered the English flag taker 
down, threatening to shoot me if I did 
not obey. Furthermore, they notified 
me to make haste, and they allowed 
me not more than 10 minutes to let 
down the lifeboats and take off the 
crew. 

“IT took down the flag, whereupon the 
German officer tore it out of my hands 
and trampled it under foot. I was 
forced to take the ship’s papers back 
when I attempted to take them off, and 
none of the crew was allowed to take 
any of their belongings. 

“The crew went in two lifeboats, which 
the submarine quickly towed 500 yards 
from the Glitra. The Germans fre- 
mained aboard for a few moments, 
searched the ship thoroughly and rap- 
idly, and qne of them evidently opened 
the bottom valves because the rear of 
the ship began to sink. Then tn a short 
time the Glitra disappeared quietly be- 
neath the waves. 

‘‘We in the lifeboats were ordered to 
row to the shore. When we reached 
Norwegian sea territory we met a small 
pilot boat, which towed us until a Nor- 
wegian torpedo boat took us aboard. 
We were landed at Skudesnes. The 
Glitra was not insured.”’ 


Packers Hire 3000 Extra 
Men to Fill War Orders 


CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—For the firstetime 
in 16 years the meat packers at the Chi- 
cago stockyards are working day and 
night in the canned meat and hide de- 
partments to fill orders caused by the 
war. In the canning departments alone 
9000 extra men have been put to work 
within a week. 

The visible domestic supply of can- 
ning beef was depleted several weeks 
ago and the packers began sending to 
foreign fields for cattle suitable for this 
purpose: As a result, Canada, Mexico 
and the Southern States, which never 
before shipped livestock to this mar- 
ket, have been sending their cattle here 
and receiving a good price. 

The packers announce their entire 
stock of hides on hand has been con- 
tracted for and that ‘orders have been 
received which will exhaust the normal 
supply for November and December. 

Until recently the normal trade in 
hides tn Chicago has averaged from #.- 
000 to 75,000 hides a week. Last week 
150,000 hides were sold on the local mar- 
ket.

The Standard Oil Co. has requested 
the State Department to make another 
protest on the seizure of the Platuria, 
which is identical, the company says, 
with the circumstances attending the 
seizure of the Brindilla. The Platuria, 
formerly the German steamer Diamant, 
changed her flag shortly before sailing 
from New York, Oct. 5.

U. S. PROTESTS 
AT ShIP SEIZURE 


Objects to England’s Taking of 
the John D. Rockefeller 
Near British Coast. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—The United 
States has protested to Great Britain, 
it was announced today by Acting 
Secretary of State Lansing, agains’ 
the seizure by a British warship of 
the American tank steamer John D. 
Rockefeller, owned by the Standard 
Oll Co. The John D. was seized near 
the British coast and was taken to 
the Orkney Islands. 

This seizure was several days be- 
fore that of the Brindilla, owned by 
the same company, which is now held 
at Halifax, to be disposed of by a 
prize. court’s verdict. The Brindilla 
was formerly under German regis- 
try, but the Jobn D. is sald to have 
been American-built, as well as Amer- 
ican-owned, and was under American 
registry from the outset. She carried 
illuminating oll. 

President to Protect Trade. 

After Lansing discussed the genera! 
subject of neutral shipping with Presi- 
dent Wilson, it was understood the 
President had taken the position that 
vigorous efforts should be made to pro- 
tect vessels flying the American flag. 
in cases where international law doex 
not give the right. 


In cases where ships, formerly under 
foreign registry, transferred to Ameri- 
can registry, are seized, the Govern- 
ment will inquire whether the transfer 
was bona fide, and once that it is estab- 
lished, will do its utmost to protect 
American owners carrying on lawful 
trade. 

It was learned today that the British 
Government has declared illuminating 
oll contraband of war, but notification 
has not yet been sent to neutral coun- 
tries. The British point of view is that 
illuminating oll can be used in the pro- 
pelling of Zeppelins, submarines and de- 
stroyers, and it was pointed out that 
within the last month there has been 
a significent inctease in the amount of 
oll shipped from the United States to 
neutral countries, as shown by official 
reports. 

The Standard Ol) Co. has made a

I spent night and day with these men and left them 


rather hysterical myself, only a few hours ago.

Men did not begin to break until after the tenseness had passed. So long 
as they were under fire they were cool and in command of themselves; but 
the position they held was so exposed to fire that they never had a moment’s 
rest,and after a month, when they were ordered back, they went to pieces. 


Held Advanced Position and Blocked Germans. 
I had spent the night before within a mile of them, and there were other 
men nearly as badly off, but they had held an advanced position and had 


blocked the German advance. 


When I turned south from the Aisne after a 


night in the trenches I took refuge for the night at the farm of a rich plateau 


that borders the Aisne. 


It is a big establishmént, employing dozens of men 


at ordinary times, and the house itself is built on a quadrangle 200 hy 300 


feet. 


{t was almost big enough to shelter a regiment. 


The owner and his son are in the army, and the only persons there 


are two old women, an old man and a girl. 


They took me in, gave me a 


good dinner and we were sitting around an open fire talking when a bell 
on the great door to the courtyard rang. We went out, to find a tall En- 


glish Captain and six Sergeants. 


The Captain explained that he had been sent ahead to find billets for 
his regiment, which had been relieved by French troops. He spoke in a 
rapid, nervous way, and the six Sergeants seemed strangely fidgety. I 
acted as interpreter and assured them that the farm could shelter three 
companies, and a farm two kilometers further on could take care of the 


rest. 


Leaving three Sergeants, the Captain, the other three and I went on to 
the other farm and arranged for billets. There two Sergeants remained. 
One returned with us and took the road back to the lines to show the ap- 
proaching regiment the way. All this time I kept noticing how nervous 
all these men were; but it was not until I went into the comfortable hall 


of the farm again that I noticed how bad it was. 


1 had arranged for them 


to go to bed, but [ could not induce them to do so. The Sergeants prepared 
places for 600 men, but all night they kept knocking about with lanterns. 
There were beds for all; they admitted they had not seen beds for six 
weeks, and confessed a desire to get into them, but did not. 


Captain Goes to Pieces. 

The Captain was the worst case I 
ever have seen of a strong man going 
completely to pieces. He stood 6 feet 3 
inches and weighed about 200 in bone 
and sinew—one of the best types of 
Englishmen. I knew by his type that 
he by habit and training was reserved, 
but his tongue was loosened and he 
talked for hours. I was learning aston- 
ishing things, but tried many times to 
get him to go to bed, but he would not 
even take off his shoes. He said he 
could sleep better in an arm chair be- 
fore the fire, and in the end he never 
closed his eyes. I had not slept the 
night before and about 2 in the morn- 
ing fell into a heavy sleep, waking 
nearly at 4. He was sitting wide-eyed, 
staring at the “re and smoking. A few 
minutes later vihers came in. The Cap- 
tain said: . 


“Sleep? How could we sleep, sitting 
tetise all night in the trenches, knowing 
that the Germans were less than a 
hundred yards away, and were watching 
every moment for an opportunity to 
overrun us? Even in the day we had 
to lle behind the trenches always alert, 
sieeping half an hour at a time, wakened 
by rifles on either side and knowing 
that the country Was filled with spies, 
telling everything we did. 

“Whe, only yesterday I unearthed a 
epy right among us, in a haystack. He 
had been there at least a month and 
-had provisions for two months more. I 
cnly got him because the haystack was 
torn to pieces getting straw for our 
dugoutsa. Down through the center of 
the stack he had a telephone wire run- 
ning across the lines. I had leaned 
againat the stack and talked many 
times; he knew everything we were do- 
ing and kept sending it across. That ts 
jJuat one case. 

Wants to Forget War. 

“IT am a eoldier. I follow war as a 
profession. 1 have fought in South 
Africa and have been in Indian cam- 
paigns. I thought I knew what war 
Was, but never have seen batties be- 
tween savage tribes so fierce as the 
fighting back there. I am sick of war. 
I am no coward, but I want to rest, 
te forget this last month. 

“T have seen papers from home, and 
& has struck me how little people at 
home really know about this If I only 
could show Engtand one of these trench- 
es, With Englishmen dying of thirst and 
gangrene within # paces of their own 
regiments. To go after them, to at- 
tempt to rescue them, would mean 


throwing away hundreds more. 

“Shrapnel breaking around you all the 
time. I have seen shrapnel so thick that 
it did not seem possible for anyone to 
live through; but it doesn’t seem to kill 
much. But those big shells—‘coal boxes’ 
—are the boys that do damage. If they 
break near you, you are gone. For- 
tunately, they don’t always break right. 
I counted 37 yesterday morning that 
passed over us into the valley that did 
not explode. Thank heaven, the Ger- 
mans are poor marksmen, or none of us 
would be here. 


Shell Fire an Old Story. 

“You know, I miss shell fire. I am 
used to it. It has got so it tortures me, 
but I have grown used to it. It seems to 
act on my nerves as if it were a drug; 
but it does not make me dodge the way 
it used to. If a shell breaks within a 
tew feet, you ordinarily duck. You can’t 
help it; but !t doesn’t make me dodge 
any more. I hate them just as much, 
but thew don't affect me. 

“A bew days ago I was talking to my 
Sergeant-Major, the best man we had. 
A shell broke over us and a big plece 
came between us, smashing one of his 
feet. If I had ducked it would have cut 
my head off. 

“The regiment arrived at 4 
morning. It had been relieved by 
French at midnight. All that part of 
the battle line then was French, the 
English having been relieved to join a 
flanking movement to the northwest. 
Theirs being the most dangerous posi- 
tion, they were relieved last, and with- 
in an hour of the end had pumped rifle 


fire into the forward German move- 
ment.

Lost Expected Sleep. 

“Now the English are out of it. they 
are like uneasy old women. I tried to 
get them to go to bed, but by dawn 
there were not more than fifty asleep.

LONDON, Oct. 21.—An official com- 
munication issued in Vienna at noon 
Tuesday is given in a telegram from 
Amsterdam to the Reuter’s Telegraiv 
Co. It says:

the Etrwiaz River, where our attacks 
are progressing. 

“The attempts of the Russians to re- 
gain the Magiera heights have been re- 
pulsed. In the course of this fighting 
many Russians were captured, includ 
ing one Russian General. Several ma- 
chine guns were also taken. 

“The Austrians have occupied Stryj, 4° 
miles southwest of Lemberg, Korso- 
Esmecoe and Serth, after strong Rus- 
sian resistance.”

Russians Capture Artillery Near Lyck 
and Near Warsaw. 
LONDON, Oct. 21.—The correspondent 
of the Times at Petrograd sends the 
following: 
“Private reports received here state 
that the Russians have captured some 
heavy artillery near Lyck, East Prus- 
sia, and that aiso on the night of Oct. 
i6, in the regioris near Warsaw, they 
tcck 50 guns and two regimental colors, 
besides a large number of prisoners, in- 
ciuding a German f’rince, whose identity 

has not yet been established.

Russian Newspaper Says Citizens Are 
About to Leave Warsaw, 
BERLIN, Oct. 20 (via London, Oct. 
21).—According to a Russian newspaper 
received here, the Russian Government 
has instructed the civilian authorities 
of Warsaw to abandon that city and 
take refuge in Petrograd if the German 
troops get within 30 miles of the town. 
The civil administration and also the 
civil population, the newspaper adds, 
are about to depart for Petrograd, the 
military commander at Warsaw having 
advised this step, declaring he expects 

a long siege.

LONDON, Oct. 21. 
HE Chronicle’s correspondent 
T at Calais wires that one of 
the most curious captures of 
the war was made last week in the 
neighborhood of Ypres, when the 
bandmaster-in-chief of the German 
army was taken. A good deal of 
doubt at first surrounded the iden- 
tity of the much-decorated individ- 
ual, in his gorgeous uniform. He 
carried a gold-mounted baton, and 
his store of music also fell into the 
hands of his captors. It was on the 
outskirts of Ypres that a number 
of soldiers came upon this imposing 
functionary, seated disconsolately 
and deserted in a tree stump by 
the wayside, endeavoring to tie up 
with his handkerchief a slight 
wound in his right hand. He was 
surrounded and informed that he 
was a prisoner. This increased his 
dejection, and he told his captors 
that he had lost his band. He did 
not even cheer up when informed 
that his band might join him in 
captivity. 

He will not be allowed to keep the 
score of a triumphant march into 
Paris, the first performance of 
which was fixed for Aug. 15, but 
postponed, owing to circumstances 
over which he had no control. 

The bandmaster-in-chief was 
marched off, but before night 
fell he made an effort to escape.

ORDERED BY YOUNG 


Butchers Complain That Poultry 
Raffles Hurt Their Business— 
Wheels of Fortune Stopped. 


There will be no more wheels of for- 
tune or any other form of gambling at 
St. Louis street. fairs, several of which 
are scheduled for the near future. The 
police have ordered it stopped. 


There was no objection to the game 
when it first appeared at the South 
Broadway merchants’ carnival, but to- 
ward the end of the engagement last 
week the promoters of the wheel broad- 
ened the scope of their operations to 
such an extent that they were arrested. 

Last night the police of the North 
Market Street District closed the whee! 
of fortune at the Salisbury street fair 
after members of the Master Butchers’ 
Association complained, and this morn- 
ing Chief Young ordered the “‘‘lid’’ on 
gambling at future fairs. 

The butchers complained that the 
wheel was being used to raffle off 
chickens, geese, hams and other food- 
stuffs and that the game had assumed 
the proportions of professional gam- 
bling. Police learned the promoters 
make a practice of following street fairs 
and carnivals. 

The merchants in charge of the car- 
nivals were not blamed for the gam- 
bling. They had been led to believe by 
the promoters that it was nothing but 
a little game such as is permitted at 
picnics and bazars, where everyone who 
buys a paddle wins something from a 


lcollar button up to a gold watch. The 


police took no action until complaint 
was made by the merchants themselves. 
The butchers sent a representative to 
the Circi#t Attorney’s office to com- 
plain thaf not only the law was being 
violated but that their business was be- 
ing injured by the raffling off of poul- 
try. 
Several street fairs are scheduled for 
the near future in other parts of the 
city and the police haveg been instruct- 
ed to prevent raffles at all of them.

NEGRO YOUTHS 
CONFESS.5 ATTACKS 
ON YOUNG WOMEN 


Series of Crimes in East St. Louis 
Since Last March Cleared 
by Admissions. 


The mystery surrounding recent at- 
tacks on young women in East St. 
Louis after negroes had forcibly taken 
them from their escorts on the streets 
at night, was cleared today when 
Thomas Mosley and James Pierce, ne- 
groes, each 17 years old, confessed to 
the East St. Louts police that they were 
members of a gang which took part in 
five of ths attacks. 

The leader of the gang, they sald, was 
William Ripley, the negro who was shot 
and killed last Sunday night by John 
Bartelott, watchman at the St. Louis 
Cotton Compress Co. warehouse, near 
the southern limits of East St. Louis. 
The shooting occurred after Ripley and 
two other negroes had waylaid Ernest 
Bennett and Miss Margaret Wlishire as 
they passed through the warehouse. In 
the fight Bennett also was shot. 


Both Held Under Heavy Bond. 
Following their oonfession, Mosley 


was held in default of $10,800 bond, and 
Pierce’s bond was fixed at $9900. The 
penalty for attacks such as they con- 
fessed is from one year to life in the 
penitentiary. ® 

The names of the young women who 
were attacked are withheld by the 
Bast St. Louis police. 

According to the confession, the first 
attack on a yaung Woman was on 
March 16 last at Fourteenth street and 
Bond avenue, the participants . being 
Mosley and Ripley. On March 25 at the 
same place Mosley and Pierce attacked 
a young woman. On April 10, at Four- 
teenth street and MéCausland avenue, 
all three negroes were parties to a sim- 


tlilar crime. 


There were attacks on Aug. 16 and 
Aug. 30 on Cahokia road, about three 
miles south of East St. Louis, the par- 
ticipants being Mosley and Ripley. 

In addition to the crimes against young 
women, Mosley confessed to taking pari 
in six highway robberies of men, and 
Pierce admitted being a principal in 
three such robberies. 


MAN, HIT BY AUTO TRUCK, 
DIES IN CITY HOSPITAL 


Driver of Machine That Caused 
Carpenter's Death Ordered 
Held for Coroner. 
Theodore M. Steinmetz, a carpenter, 51 
years old, of 4209 Easton avenue, died at 
the city hospital yesterday from injuries 
he received last Saturday, when run 
down by an auto truck at the intersec- 
tion of the alley between Delmar and 
Washington boulevards and Academy 

Walk. 

The machine was driven by Frank 
Pfeiffenberger, 22 years old, of 6160 
Etzel avenue, employed by Morris Ep- 
stein, proprietor of the Olive Grocery, 
4069 Olive street. Witnesses said the 
young man was traveling about 2 miles 
an hour and sounded no warning when 
approaching Academy Walk. 

Pfeiffenberger, after the accident, re- 
turned to his place of employment and 
Epstein started with him for the police 
station with the intention of surrender- 
ing him. On the way a patrolman ar- 
rested the chauffeur. Pfeiffenberger 
was released on a bond after the police 
had charged him with felonious wound- 
ing and operating a machine without a 
chauffeur’s license. He was ordered 
held for the Coroner following Stein- 
metz’s death.

621000 BONDS 


Construction _Firm, Now 
Bankrupt, Borrowed Pa- 
per Representing His 
Southern Traction Grant 
Fee; Lorimer Receiver 
Won’t Release It to Him.) - 


FREE BRIDGE RALLIES 
AT (MOVIE? THEATERS 


Plans for 5-Minute Speeches 
at 140 Houses on Eve of 
Special Bond Election; 
Canvassers Find Voters 
Favor $2,750,000 Issue. 


Jeptha D. Howe, former Republican 
boss, is busily trying to regain posses- 
sion of $330,000 (par value) of Southern 
Traction bonds which he received as 
security for a cash fee of $300,000 for his 
services in obtaihing the traction fran- 
chise te the free bridgé and loop in 
1911. 

The bonds reposé in the vaults of the 
La Salle Street Trust and Savings Bank 
at Chicago, the défunct Lorimer insti- 
tution. W. C. Niblack, receiver for the 
bank, who is in WasRington, D. C., today 
said that Howe claims to have loaned 
the bonds to the Lorimer-Gallagher Con- 


struction Co., also bankrupt. 

Niblack has declined so far to release 
Howe's bonds, the value of which de- 
pends entirely on the completion of the 
he says. He says Hows 
holds a paper which shows that he 
loanéd the bonds to the Lorimer-Gal- 
lagher Construction Co. so it could bor- 
row $180,000 on thém from the Lorimer 
bank to pay it for conStruction work on 
the Southern Traction’ line betwéén 
Bellévillié and East St. Louis. 

Guaranteed $300,000 Cash. 

Niblack says the La Salié street bank 
holds about $1,000,000 of Southern Trac- 
tion bonds, on which it loaned about 
$700, 000. 

Under the contract Howe signed March 
23, 1911, on the eve of getting the 580- 
year franchise on the upper deck of thé 
free bridge, he was guaranteed $300,005 
cash. As far as is known, however, hé 
has today profited only to the extent of 
$5000 in cash, which wag the first in- 
Stallment paid him. In lieu of $300,000 
cash he accepted $330,000 of bonds, with 
a proviso that he would receive in cash 
the difference between the price they 
brought in a salé and $300,000, and would 
refund to the company all in excess of 
$300,000 hé might reecive in a sale. 


Displayed His Bankbook, 
Howe resigned the chairmanship of 


thé Republican City Committeé on the 
éve of the election of Mayor Kreis- 
mann, his selection, in 198. He dis- 
playéd a bank book at the time to news- 
paper reporters, showing that he was 
overdrawn a trifling amount at his 
bank. 

Thé Sdéuthern Traction deal is the big- 
gest undértaking in which Howe has 
figured, and he has actively workéd to 
make its bonds valuable virtually every 
month sincé réceiving His fee in bonds. 

It was not stated publicly, until Nib-° 
lack made the announcément at Wash- 
ington, that Howe had loaned his bonds 
to the Lorimer Construction Co. Wheth- 
er Howe received anything from the 
construction company for his accommo- 
dation is not kKnoWn, as Howe has 
steadfastly declined to discuss his finan- 
cial dealings in connection with the 
Southern Traction schéemeé.

Mrs. Mary DB. Culver, 78 years old, of 
5887 Cabanne avenue, widow of Lucius 
L. Culver, whose known benefactions 
are upwards of $600,000 and who is sup- 
posed to have made large secret gifts 
to charity, has now turned over to the 
St. Louis Children’s Hospital 600 shares 


of stock, valued at $650,000, from which 
she will receive the interest as long as 
she lives, but which will become the 
property of the institution when she 
dies. 

Announcement ef the stock transaoc- 
tion was made at the annua] meeting 
of the gtookholders of the institution 
yesterday. Mrs. Culver is a member of 
the board of managers of the hospital 
and has been a liberal contributor to- 
ward it. . 

Mrs. Culver endeavors to keep hs: 
benefactions secret, but a number of 
them have become known. 

In February, 1913, a gift of $160,000 by 
her to the Christian University at Can- 
ton, Mo., was disclosed. She had pre 
viously made donations which resulted 
in the erection of Culver Hall and Cul- 
ver Gymnasium. 

Last June it was learned Mrs. Culver 
was the donor of $#,000 to the King’s 
Highway Presbyterian Church for an 
institutional annex, containing a pool, 
kindergarten, gymnasium and recreation 
rooms. 

In 1909 she bought the property at 6235 
Page boulevard and erected the Blind 
Girls’ Home, at a cost of $100,000. She 
has given $25,000 to the Christian Or- 
phans’ Home and erected a cottage at 
the Frank Wyman Vacation Home near 
Eureka, Mo. 

Her wealth was inherited from her 
husband, one of the principal stockhold- 
ers of the Majestic Range Co. Mrs. 
Culver and Robert H. Stockton, an- 
other large holder of stock, distributed 
$10,000 among the 20 employes of the 
company in March, 1914.

OPPOSE ENGINEER'S 
REPORT ON UR. 


Attorney for Complaining Or- 
ganizations to Appear Before. 
Public Service Body. 


CHANGES NOT SUFFICIENT 


McCulloch Says Company Long 
Desired to Make Suggested 
Extensions and Loops. 


The report on United Railways trans- 
portation facilities by J. L. Harrop, 
chief engineer of the Missouri Public 
Service Commission, which General Man- 
ager Richard McCulloch has announced 
is satisfactory to the company, will be 
Cpposed at the public hearing to be 
held by the commission at the Planters 


Hotel, Oct. 2. This announcement was 
made today by Ephraim Caplan, attor- 
ney for the West End Business Men’s 
Associgtion and 20 other organizations. 
which filed the complaint on which the 
commission's investigation was made. 

“The organizations which are the com- 
plainants expected a great deal more 
than the commission’s. engineer gives,”’ 
Caplan said. ‘The 750,000 residents of 
St. Louis will be greatly astonfshed to 
know they have adequate street car 
service. I believe at least nine-tenths 
cf them thought the service was not 
udequate. 

“From the synopsis of Harrop’s report 
it seems he would not give St. Louis 
relief at present from conditions. If the 
city did not grow in the next four years 
and the United Railways should carry 
out the recommendations, there would 
te some improvement.”’ 


Favors Express Service. 

Caplan believes the crowded condition 
of cars should be handled on the basis 
of individual cars, and not on a basis 
of the number of cars run over a period 
of several hours. He said the Statutes 
prohibited the crowding of ‘tattle cars, 
and yet it appeared the engineers could 
find no way to prevent the crowding of 
street cars, which, he said, existed to a 
cegree of indecency. 

Caplan thought the engineers vwaould 
report in favor of express service on 
some lines, saying he believed there 
could be such service on the Manchester, 
Hodiamont and Seventh street lines, to 
the relief of crowded conditions on thos- 
and nearby lines. 

Long Desired to Make Changes, 

McCulloch said the company had long 
desired to put into effect many of the 
regulations, but had been prevented 
from doing so by the fact that it did 
not have right of way over several 
streets reqtired, and that opposition de- 
veloped when the company sought to 
obtain the right to lay tracks. 

The company especially desired, he 
said, to put in the loops recommended 
to relieve downtown congestion. He 
said the right to loop Hodiamont cars 
around Broadway, St. Charles, Fourth 
rand Locust streets, instead of around 
Sixth, Fourth and Locust streets, was 
especially desired, as much congestion 
of Hodiamont, Olive, Broadway, Natural 
Bridge, Lee, Fourth, Laclede and Eight- 
eenth cars resulted from use of the 
present loop. He also said that a loop 
at Tenth and Eleventh streets for some 
of the Page, Park and Compton cars 
would be valuable. 

Other Changes Indorsed. 

The engineer's recommendation tha: 
the Jefferson avenue line be removed 
from the Fairground Park vicinity and 
run¢‘from Jefferson and Hebert street 
to Broadway and Salisbury street was 
also approved by McCulloch, who said 
there was not need for the line to go 
to the park. 

Several years ago, McCulloch sald, the 
United Railways sought to remove tha 
Fourth street cars from South Grand 
avenue and run them west on Lafay- 
ette avenue, as the engineer recom- 
mends, but the influence of persons re- 
siding and having business on South 
Grand avenue caused the Municipal As- 
sembly to refuse the legislation needed 
to take the line out Dafayette avenue. 

If the Public Service Commission ap- 
proves the engineer's report and orders 
the United Railways to carry out its 
provisions, the efficiency of the Jeffer- 
son, Taylor and Hamilton lines will be 
greatly increased. 

Under the plan proposed by the engt- 
neer, the Hamilton line would run west 
on Delmar boulevard from Hamilton, 
south on Skinker road, over Oakland 
and McCausland avenues to connect 
with the Manchester line. This would 
provide a cross-town line across the ex- 
treme, west portion of the city from 
Wellston to the Manchester line. 

Broadway Connections. 

The Jefferson line would provide a 
connection “with the Broadway liné ai 
Salisbury street, end would provide 
much more direct transportation to the 
western part of the city from McKin- 
ley Bridge. 

The Taylor line, instead of stopping 
at Fiorissant avenue, would skirt the 
northern boundary of O'Fallon Park and 
connect with the Broadway line, pro- 
viding another cross-town line from 
Broadway.

Baked Sweet Potatoes—tThetre aré 
various methods of cooking sweet po- 
tatoes by baking. Quick heat is need- 
¢d when the potatoes are réady to put 
into the oven, but not hot enough after 
that to blacken the skin or dry it up so 
that it becomes crumbly. The iong, 
sifm potatoes are best for cooking just 
right by this method. 

Another Way of baking them is to 
boll them until they are nearly done, 
then to drain, peel and bake them. Some 
people consider them drier and nicer in 
this way, but they are not if the baking 
ig perfectly done the other way. This 
is a good way to prepare them, how- 
ever, when they are to be finished with 
roasting meat. They are considered the 
vegetable to be served with roast pork 
in’ particular and are well basted with 
the cooking liquid. If they are not 
bolled beforehand they need to be baked 
about an hour and a quarter.

Howard has been cutting a wide swath 


in Butte society and National Guard|- 


circles, representing himself as Capt. 

Fitz Alan Howard, a British army of- 

ficer and nephew of the Duke of Nor- 

folk, and saying that he was buying 

horses in Montana for the British army. 
Gave Champagne Dinner. 

He ingratiated himself with the 
officers of the Montana National 
Guard, who were on duty here dur- 
ing the miners’ troubles, and about 
10 days ago he gave a champagne 
dinner to the officers and some s0o0- 
clety men of the city at the Hotel 
Leggat. It cost $204, but Howard did 
not pay for it. Each of the guests will 
have to put up $12.50 jin settlement of 
the bill. 

Howard requested his guests, as a spe- 
cial favor, not to say anything about 
the dinner, because he was on a secret 
mission to Montana and did not desire 
publicity. The guests were willing to 
keep it quiet and are more willing now. 

Howard told of having purchased a 
great number of horses and engaged a 
number of men to take charge of the 
shipment of the animals across the 
country. 

Howard is reported to have borrowed 
$% from Maj. Jesse B. Roote, Judge 
Advocate-General and printipal guest 
at the dinner, giving his note for the 
amount. 

Had Ticket to St. Louis. 

A cousin of Howard, employed at the 
Washoe Smelter, near here, disclosed 
Howard's identity as a St. Louis man. 
When his effects were searched after 
his arrest a railroad ticket for St. Louis, 
sent to him several months ago by his 
St. Louis relatives in an attempt to get 
him back home, was found. 

Howard uses a very perfect English 
accent. He has been familiarly known 
here as “Captain Fitz."’ He declares his 
innocence, asserting that he has been 
doing banking with the Washington 
bank for 10 years and has merely over- 
drawn his account. 

Howard is a grandson of the founder 
of the Evens & Howard Fire Brick Co. 
Less than two years ago he inherited 
an-estate of about $65,000 and went 
abroad. On his return to St. Louis he 
said he was “broke.”
